day along with a 90-day extension 
of the president's power to parcel 
out a sharply trimmed list of in- 
dustrial, drug and foor items.

allocation program from lapsing 
along with the second war powers 
act.

Farmsteads Aren't Properly Wired 


By Chance; Skill Planning Needed

A farm rarely, if ever. Is wired 


properly by accident Good wiring 
cannot be left to chance, particu- 
larly since anything less than a sat- 
isfactory installation is not only a 
serious bottleneck to the successful 
'use of electricity, but usually causes 
dissatisfaction and needless expense 
in the use o£ electricity for anything 
beyond lighting and minimum power 
uses. 


A 'properly engineered farm wiring 


system requires careful planning by 


diately foreseen, and it must be well 
installed and safe. More attention 
should be given to establishing the 
point of distribution at the most de- 
sirable location (1) adjacent to the 
place where the greatest use ol elec- 
tricity will occur, or (2) at a point 
midway between the two or more lo- 
cations whers heavy use will ba 
made of the largest current consum- 
ing types of equipment. 


It is essential that wires be large 


enough to deliver a sufficient elec- 
trical power so that production and 
household appliances .will operate 
efficiently. Wires which are too small 


the farmer, with reipect to his -pres- 
ent and future electrical power needs, 
adherence to certain accepted good 
wiring principles, efficient workman- 
ship and the cooperation of all parties 
concerned, including farmer, power 
supplier, builder and electrical con- 
tractor. 


A satisfactory wiring system must 


lave- a service entrance of ample 
size; enough circuits, each with the 
proper wire size; Including individ- 
ual circuits for range, water heater 
and larger motors; • sufficient num- 
jer of outlets and Switches, properly 
ocated. It must be designed so that 
t can. be expanded easily and eco- 
nomically; to take care o* additional 
electrical^ power needs hot imme- 


will prevent- enough current from 
reaching the electrical equipment, 
thereby reducing its operational effi- 
ciency. Fifteen ampere circuits are 
needed for lights, and 2Q ampere cir- 
cuits for appliances. Special circuits 
should be provided for motors over 
1/3 horsepower and .the protection 
for these circuits should be based on 
the electric load served. Be sure to. 
provide for plenty of convenience 
outlets for "plug in" appliances. 


The wiring system should be in- 


stalled by a person who understands 
the electric power and lighting re- 
quirements of production operations 
and household needs on a modern. 
electrified farm. A farm is a food 
factory and must be wired to serve 
that purpose.

public policy, but as long ago as 
1872 the state legislature decided 
that they should apply to any"

In 
a newspaper advertisement yes- 
terday, the superintendent said the 
coach's remarks "culminated in a 
series of incidents of misconduct" 
by Eveland and that he "ridiculed 
and condemned" the principal's ad- 
ministration of the school.

Wa8hington,—(AP)—Here it is 


again: An attempt to start a huge 
drive against cancer. 


Next to heart disease, cancer 


js the greatest cause of death in 
the United States. Every three 
minutes someone dies of cancer. 


Rep. Dirksen. Illinois Republi- 


can, has asked congress to vote 
$50,000,000 for a cancer fight. 


It would be done in the same 


way this country developed the 
atomic bomb: By pooling the best 
medical and scientific brains and 
efforts. 


Last year Rep. 
Neely, 
West 


Virginia Democrat, 
asked con- 


gress to vote 5100,000,000 for the 
fight. But congress didn't. Now 
Dirksen tries it. 


Cancer research in this country 


is 
being 
done 
by 
specialists, 


private hospitals and laboratories, 
and by the government's own re- 
search center, the National Cancer 
Reseaich institute near Washing- 
ton. 


Money lo Truman 


This is what Dirksen's proposal 


would do, if congress approves it: 


The money, $50,000,000, would 


go to President Truman. He could 
call in the 
best 
medical 
and 


scientific men in the country. ' 


They could work out a plan for 


a general fight on cancer so that, 
in place of the present somewhat 
scattered efforts, a 
real 
drive 


could start. 


More money might be needed 


later. And the American program 
could be earned on in cooperation 
with scientists abroad. 


This will give an idea of the 


terror of cancer: 


In 1900 cancer was ninth on the 


list of killing- diseases 
Now it's 


second, next to heart disease. 
Cancer deaths are going up.

Now, 
as we strive to build a Regular 
Army to help enforce world peace 
and security, I ask those who have 
given so generously of their help 
to redouble their efforts. 


They can do so in the knowledge 


that the United States Army offert 
ableyoung Americans not only three 
things every man wants— good pay, 
a real career, a chance for advance- 
ment—but also the honor and dig- 
nity which is associated with, 
national service in time of need.
